HOW I STARTED COLLECTING ELONGATEDS by Gary E. Slise TEC #664 

Rochester, N.Y. 

I was left two elongated coins by ray mother, a 1933 Worlds 
Pair and the Lords Prayer. They just sat in a box with other little 
things she had left me. Then after many years of collecting Lincoln 
pennies and Roosevelt dimes and proof sets, I thought I'd try 
something different. So I started a set of Jefferson nickels with 
full steps and the "P" mints in proof. Well after a slow two years 
getting only half of the set completed, I started collecting U.S. 
air mail stamps in a mint unhinged, perfectly centered condition. 
After getting all except the eight most expensive ones, I got start¬ 
ed with my elongated coin collection. I'm lucky to have a very good 
friend, who is a part time dealer and collects love tokens. He has 
sold me many elongated coins. 

In our city we have one of the most knowledgeable collector, 
dealer, Mr. Leonard L. Babin. He also has been a great help to me 
with my collection. He has supplied me with many elongated coins 
from time to time. He has also been helpful with the information 
about the coins. I have lots of good luck with the people with whom 
I have dealth with in the elongated field. 

I have thus far been lucky and unlucky with my attempt to get a 
copy of Mrs. Dottie Dow's very fine book about elongated coins.

Aloha from your new member in Hawaii to all TEC members. Who 
is responsible for my membership in T E C? Our prexy Sally Kirka is. 
But it was sort of a "back door" type of application. I was in cor¬ 
respondence with her concerning membership in the IOWMC when I read 
about T E C in Coin World. So, I included some questions about the 
process of making elongateds in my letter concerning wooden money. 
Back came a fast,- lengthy and informative reply to my questions and 
an invitation to join TEC. I filled in the application and sent 
my check along and back came a nice letter and a copy of the 
TEC NEWS from secretary A1 Kirka. Prom the warm, friendly treat¬ 
ment I’ve received from the Kirkas in snowy Connecticut and the 
pleasure I’ve had in reading the T E C NEWS I know I’m going to en¬ 
joy my membership in The Elongated Collectors. 

I don’t know whether Mr. Adam J. Cool (I sometimes confuse him 
with Don Adams Companies) is a member of T E C or not but his adver¬ 
tisement got me interested in elongateds. The first elongateds that 
I owned were Mr. Cool’s 13 piece Colonial States Bicentennial series. 
Yes, even way out here in the middle of the Pacific Ocean we are in¬ 
terested in the Nation's Bicentennial. Although we're the newest 
(1959) in the 50 States we were part of the United States as a ter¬ 
ritory since 1898. Hawaii was a kingdom (the only state with this 
distinction) in the 1790's, had a "revolution" and became a republic 
in 1893 and in 1898 President William McKinley signed the necessary 
documents annexing Hawaii to the United States. The first public 
high school in Honolulu is named McKinley High School in his honor. 
Por the Bicentennial, Hawaii's program includes a 4,800 miles sea 
voyage to Tahiti and back in a giant double hulled canoe similar to 
the type used by the ancient Polynesians. 

Numismatic-wise Hawaii has made scarce contribution as a kingdom. 
She continued this trend as part of the United States with the 
National Bank Notes and the commemorative 500 of 1928. We natives 
of Hawaii missed our chance at moderate wealth when we didn't have 
the foresight to hoard the "Hawaii" overprint currency of World War 
Two. Por the token collectors there are some transportation fare, 
school lunch and milk, sugar and pineapple plantation and some other 
pieces. In the medal field the most available today is our Bicen¬ 
tennial bronze and silver medals and the Hawaii State Numismatic 
Associations (HSNA) bronze and silver annual convention medals. 
Wooden money has become available recently with the HSNA and it's 
affiliated coin clubs putting them out as souvenirs for those at¬ 
tending their coin shows or buying door prize tickets. I haven't 
seen, heard nor know of any elongated made in Hawaii although I've 
seen a few Hawaiian motif pieces advertised by the House of Elonga¬ 
teds. Seems the only type of rollers we have here are those that go 
to las Vegas. 

Well, I started and ended on the subject of elongateds so I 
hope the editor won't reject this. I'd be most happy to meet and 
show the.sights to any TEC member that visits Hawaii. My name is 
in the phone book. My name written in Japanese characters literally 
means "One Horse - Small Mountain." And If you want to know how to 
write my name in Japanese ask Mrs. Kirka - she needs the practice!

ELONGATED COINS - THEN AND NOW by Ruby Threlkeld TEC #202 

La Marque, Texas 

The first elongated coins appeared with a design from the Col¬ 
umbian Exposition of 1892 - 1893 and was known as a souvenir piece. 
Today if you are lucky enough to find one of these for sale the 
asking price will make you take a second look. The first coins were 
crude and the lettering plain. What I have seen has no border. 
From this beginning one of our most interesting hobbies was started. 
Little did anyone believe it would ever be a part of NUMISMATICS we 
know today. Soon after this beginning Charles Damm rolled other 
coins in 1904 honoring St. Louis. 

To the best of my knowledge, the collecting for rolling of the 
elongated coins reached its peak during the 1930*8. Bert Elmer 
rolled coins in 1933 - 1934 honoring the PROGRESS EXPOSITION in 
Chicago. Approximately twenty-five designs were issued and more than 
one hundred different were seen in circulation. 

A few years later a Presidential series was rolled by Ralph 
Jones and the NEW YORK’S WORLD FAIR series by Ralph Jobe. Both ser¬ 
ies are excellent workmanship and add much to any collection. 

The years during World War II had slowed down this interest¬ 
ing hobby, but soon after things started to improve. Through the 
efforts of Dottie Dow, Don Sabo, Lee Martin, Bob Luchtman, Henry 
Blaha, Harold Schmal, A.A. Rosato, Nick Salimbene and Lloyd Wagaman 
there was an open field on designs. Coins were made to commemorate 
just about everything you could imagine from special events, politi¬ 
cal, important people, clubs, private issue and comical. 

In the first years of rolling elongated coins, none thought to 
put their initials on their coins. Some could be identified by the 
border. Some were rope, others large dots, some small dots and some 
plain. It is my fond hope that rollers of the early coins will give 
us the information to identify the coins in our collection. 

Since I have one of the old Will Rogers coins I am happy to 
know the roller was Charles Lorati and the year was 1935. He also 
rolled the coin of the five Dione Quintuptlets from Canada and the 
Rose Festival of California. 

In the last few years we have had other coins rolled by Elmer 
Anderson, Chester Rogers, Sally Kirka, and Rudolph Skaritka and 
many others. There are also many members that have coins made for 
them by the rollers. 

Prices are still considered reasonable for most coins issued 
in the last 20 years. Od course the number rolled denotes the rar¬ 
ity. Some old dies have been reused and some re-engraved with dates 
and initials added, thus giving us a new issue. 

Collecting elongateds is a challenge to the collector and is 
rewarding to those who seek knowledge by reading. We only have 
three books on elongated coins. The first was by Dottie Dow, the 
second by Leonard L. Babin and the latest book out is by Lee Martin. 
All three are a must for a collectors library, if one is lucky to 
find one to buy.

On one side is our beloved American Flag and on the 
other side engraved on it is,"Love of Country, Love of Man, God Keep 
us in Peace, Amen." This too is canceled and a first of its kind. 

I haven't counted them all, but I think I have way over a 100 
or more of the Mini Covers in my collection. If you haven't guessed 
who made most of these beautiful Philatelic Numismatic Covers then 
I'll tell you, its our own Dottie Bow from Phoenix, Arizona. I can 
almost say for sure that these P.N. Covers some day will be one of 
the most wanted collectors items, as far as P.N. Covers go. 

I once bought ten larger P.N. Covers from Dottie Dow for $15.00 
for a set of them. This same set now sells for $125.00. Was I happy 
I had bought more than one set from Dottie Dow then. I have many 
more P.N. Covers in ray collection too, but thats another story.

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ELONGATED COINS, A LEGACY OP LOVE by Betty C. Stevens TEC #272 

San Mateo, Calif. 

My first elongated coins were collected incidentally, as a 
part of a fascinating portion of Americana, the Medals, Tokens and 
other memorabilia of the World's Pairs held in the United States. 
My collection starts with our nation's Centennial in 1876, but I do 
not have an elongated from that Pair, and never have seen or heard 
of any. My father, Russell G. Snyder, was a coin dealer in Burbank, 
California during the 40's and 50's and until his death in 1965. 
My mother, Bertha, attended all coin shows and helped him at his 
bourse table. She was also an indefatigable "junk" collector, and 
loved to explore those intriguing junk boxes all dealers used to 
have at the shows. Mother collected elongated coins and shared them 
with me when I started in I960 to seriously collect World's Pair 
and Exposition pieces, as she had bought them over the years, in¬ 
cluding some from the Columbian 1893 and 94 on several different 
coins. Among the gems she found was a Bryant political piece, and 
I consider it probably the best item in my collection. 

I am sorry to say that I lost my mother last January at the age 
of 85, but her interest in the coin clubs and collecting was there 
until the end. Our mutual love for beautiful medals, interesting 
tokens and those engaging little elongated coins was a legacy which 
will remain with me forever. 

I have exhibited my various collections right from the begin¬ 
ning and as my enjoyment grew with the rolled out coins I put to¬ 
gether a display of the many types of elongated coins available to 
collect and a lecture to go with it. I always found the talk re¬ 
ceived with delight by the members of the clubs, most of whom knew 
nothing about this subject. It was a tremendous thrill to take a 
"Best of Show" with this display in 1967 at West Valley Coin Club, 
Van nuys, California. At that time Lloyd Wagaman told me he thought 
it was the first elongated exhibit to be so honored. I even once 
took my exhibit "A Penny for Your Thought" all the way to Honolulu 
to take a "First" trophy at the Hawaii State Association Convention 
in 1970. 

After my marriage in 1972 I moved to the northern part of Cal¬ 
ifornia and my hobby has been dormant, but reading about other col¬ 
lectors and your meetings has aroused my interest and started me 
collecting again. I hope to attend the ANA in Los Angeles this year 
and meet some of you in person. The last TEC meeting I attended 
was in San Diego and thats a long time ago! A big thank you to the 
many persons responsible for sending the free coins with the TEC 
NEWS and I do congrtulate Sally and her husband A1 for the beau¬ 
tiful job they do as Editors of TEC NEWS.

We had to wait until the man sent 
us his correct address after five years, before we could send him 
his TEC NEWS again. It may sound cruel, but I take it that a member 
is not interested in TEC, if he doesn't send in his or her correct 
or changed address. 

With the price of printing TEC HEWS going up with almost every 
issue, we don't have many extra copies to give out either.

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MORTON GROVE COIN CLUB ELONGATED by Richard G. NIulfinger TEC #517

At the December 20, 1974 monthly meeting of the Morton Grove 
Coin Club, the club gave its members a one-cent and a ten-cent elon¬ 
gated coin in a plastic case. 

In a circle in the center of the coin is the club emblem, the 
tree of knowledge with the words "Education Thru Numismatics" super¬ 
imposed on the tree. Around the inside top of the circle are the 
words "Morton Grove Coin Club" and at the inside bottom of the cir¬ 
cle "Pounded 1964." To the left of the circle is the word "Season" 
and ”19" below it, and on the right the word "Greetings" with "74" 
below it. Holly leaves are above and below the words "Seasons - 
Greetings." Both one cent and ten cents were rolled on 1964 coins, 
the year the Morton Grove Coin Club was founded. 

Shel Greene, an M.G.C.C. member, rolled the coins. Mintages, 
132 on 1964 pennies and 97 on 1964 dimes. The die was cancelled and 
15 on 1964 pennies were rolled showing the cancellation. The 15 
cancelled coins and extra elongateds were sold to the members to 
pay for the cost of dies and the 1964 pennies and dimes. 

The Morton Grove Coin Club is not exclusively an elongated col¬ 
lectors club. Its members interests cover the broad range of nu¬ 
mismatics. The TEC members that belong to coin clubs have an ex¬ 
cellent chance to promote the collecting of elongated coins. The 
elongated coins can be exhibited at the club meetings. Sooner or 
later the club will want a medal or coin as a give away at a show 
or to its members. 

Now is the time to promote coin clubs' use of elongated coins. 
Not only can the wording and design be customized for the club, but 
the prices are competitive with coins and medals. It can also be 
pointed out to coin club members that the club name will be listed 
in catalogues and books on elongated coins.

ELONGATES - GOLD TO SMALL CENT GOLLECTORS-by Theo Steinhauer TEC 659 

San Francisco, Calif. 

My first interest in numismatics was collecting cents from those 
found in circulation. I started collecting one each of dates and 
mint marks of all the Lincoln cents and Indian heads, some of the 
later which would occasionally turn up in those days. While some 
dates were in pretty sad condition, I was able to collect an entire 
set of Lincoln Wheaties to the date of 1940, this collection being 
sold now some twenty years ago. 

After I came home from World War II, at the end of 1946, I 
started again and have collected all but a few dates in my "new" set. 
Of course my Indian heads are far and few between, even though I 
have always had an advantage of being in my own business of one kind 
or another. While I have collected other kinds of coins, including 
foreign, exonumia and currency, small cents (or "pennies") are my 
first and main passion. I have collected exonumia mostly when such 
items concern, or are derived from cents and elongated coins, of 
course, fit in this class. 

Today, when many of the small cents have become expensive and 
more uncommon and all but the very recent dates are almost impossi¬ 
ble to pick up out of circulation. My exonumia section is the only 
part of the collection that shows much growth. To me, elongated 
coins are a practical and inexpensive way of expanding my cent col¬ 
lection. This collection is housed in the 20-pocket plastic pages, 
so easy to obtain and to store in standard 3 ring binders. The front 
part contains the cents by dates and mint, while the second part 
(now overflowing into a second and third binder) contain mostly 
elongated coins. 

I am sure elongated coins have a good future, as "penny" col¬ 
lectors, who are very numerous among numismatists, begin to realize 
that a new day is here. Elongated coins are only an interesting ex¬ 
tension and variation of the wide, wide field of "penny" collecting. 

Whenever I pick up a coin magazine or weekly paper, as COIN 
WORLD or WORLD COIN NEWS, I almost always see at least one "letter 
to the Editor" from some disheartened collector, complaining that he 
is shut out by the current cost of new specimens. If he is a "penny" 
collector, he can take heart! For a small cost, he can continue to 
assemble a collection, interesting both to himself and others, sim¬ 
ply by adding the many new and inexpensive elongateds to his or her 
collection. I sincerely hope that all knowledgeble elongated col¬ 
lectors point out this fact to their purist numismatically inclined 
friends, especially cent collectors. If they are not now adding the 
wonderful new elongated coins to their collection, it may well be 
that very soon their collection could be sadly incomplete. 
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MY FAVORITE MODERR ELONGATED COIN by Don Pinch TEC #594 

Visalia, Calif. 

As I suspect many other collectors do, I keep my elongated coins 
in 2x2 holders with the oval openings. In most cases the oval open¬ 
ing is just right in that it holds the coin in place and lets it be 
seen at the same time. I keep these 2x2 holders in binders using 
plastic insert pages which hold twenty 2x2*s per page. In most cases 
the 2x2's are held quite tightly in the small pockets of the insert 
pages. 

The number of my modem elongated coins has recently grown 
quite rapidly as I took Lloyd Wagaman up on his offer to trade elon¬ 
gated coins for trade tokens. Lloyd ran an ad in TEC NEWS concern¬ 
ing this three issues ago. I now have nearly a complete set of 
Lloyd's coins and he has also sent me quite a few issued by other 
rollers. Many times at night I look through my collection of elong¬ 
ated coins and quite often I take the ones I like most, out of the 
insert pages for a closer look. I have noticed that sometimes my 
thumbnail will make an indentation at the top of my 2x2 holders 
when I remove them from the insert pages. In looking over the hold¬ 
ers in my collection I see that the holder housing Lloyd Wagaman's 
recently released portrait of Abraham Lincoln coin has thumbnail 
indentations almost all the way across the top. There are some¬ 
things I do not like about this coin. The hair style perhaps is to 
neat and modem looking and Abe’s eye stands out more than I think 
it should. Also there is something about that coin that makes me 
take it out for a closer look each time I come to it in my collec¬ 
tion. Without realizing it I have made this coin my favorite mod¬ 
em elongated coin, as shown by the number of times I have taken it 
out to admire it!

Back in September of 74 I issued a series of 
5 elongateds, which expressed my feelings con¬ 
cerning the resignation of former President 
Richard M. Nixon. My feelings were expressed on 
the coins so there is no need to go into that 
respect with this writing. I feel that our club 
paper is meant for our discussion of elongated 
coins and our political beliefs, both pro and con 
should be discussed elsewhere. 

My reason for writing this article is to 
call attention to all those members that pur¬ 
chased this set to the fact that they have a set 
of coins, that in this very short time have al¬ 
ready become a very popular collectors item. 

These 5 different coins were all rolled from 
the same roller die with the quotations thereon 
being re-engraved after each of the series were 
rolled. The changing or re-engraving is not a 
difficult process and is much less time consuming 
than would be the engraving of 5 completely sep¬ 
arate dies. Also an advantage is that the center 
piece, in this case the name of "Richard M.Nixon" 
is very nearly identical on each of the series. 
Had this been from 5 completely separate dies 
there would have been considerable differences in 
size and spacing of the lettering. 

The mintage of this set of coins consist of 
150 coins from each die rolled on 1974 cents. 
Also 5 coins from each die were rolled on 1964 
silver dimes. Dies have been completely des¬ 
troyed with 12 specimens rolled from the cancelled die before total 
destruction. A set of the silver dimes was presented to former 
President Nixon. 

I am sorry more TEC members did not get a set of these coins. 
These were to have been listed in the last issue of TEC NEWS but 
possibly a month before TEC NEWS publication, a news story on them 
appeared in Coin World and I was deluged with orders. I, of course 
had to honor all orders as received and soon sold out the entire 
mintage. Also I might add that I had to return orders for 87 sets. 
Needless to say it became necessary to cancel the listing in TEC 
NEWS as the supply was exhausted. 

I have nearly a hundred names on my approval list (all are TEC 
members) and I r m real glad all of them got a set. There were 2 
approval customers that returned the set to me because they were in 
dis-agreement with the quotations on them. These sets were immedi¬ 
ately sold to other collectors. 

In closing this article I would like to say this item will al¬ 
ways be in demand because of the low mintage as well in the collec¬ 
tions of "Political", "Presidential", "Nixon" or "Watergate" collec¬ 
tors as it does in that of the general elongated collector. I would 
also like to add.

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BOGUS OR RE-ROLLED ELONGATEDS by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 

Camby, Indiana 

This article is being written as a reply to 
articles in the last issue of TEC NE<VS. Namely 
"Bogus Elongates" by D. Fairbanks and "Find any 
Restrike Coins Lately" by Sally Kirka. First I 
would like to say that "re-rolled" coins very def- 
inately exist, and very likely Bogus coins also 
exist, although to my knowledge I have never yet been able to pin¬ 
point a Bogus elongate. 

Before going further I think I should give my definition of a 
Re-roll and also a Bogus coin. First, a Re-roll elongated is one 
that has been rolled at a much later date and from a die that was 
engraved and used during an earlier period. The die or coin need 
not be dated if the period can definately be 'determined, such as 
"Century of Progress" or "Columbian Expo." A Bogus elongated would 
be one rolled from a recently engraved die, that bore a design, date 
or motto that would lead one to believe that the coin was rolled 
during an earlier era. The design could be entirely different from 
anything previously known on elongateds or it could be an attempt to 
"copy" a well known but rare piece that has already been listed. As 
stated before, I have never been able to pin-point any certain elon¬ 
gated as being bogus although I do have a couple of coins that are 
under suspicion. 

I would like to point out that just about anything that has be¬ 
come a collectors item, whether it be glass ware, coins or medals, 
furniture, art, jewelry, or elongated coins, all have had attempts 
made to copy. The best weapon of course against these fakes Is ex¬ 
perience and knowledge. Many times a fake piece has been sold to a 
well known, and well read, experienced collector only to have a 
better read and more knowledgeable collector show him he had bought 
a fake. Therefore anytime you buy any coin from an unknown person 
that you can not come back to should the coin prove to be phony or 
otherwise unsatisfactory, you are actually betting the price of the 
coin that your knowledge is sufficient to warrant the purchase. I 
have won on many such bets but must admit I’ve lost some too. 

Now a bogus coin with an entirely new or previously unknown de¬ 
sign would be the one most likely to "get by" detection and possibly 
not even be under suspicion. For the main reason there wouldn't be 
a known original for comparison. On a coin of this type a chief 
consideration is style. Each engraver or designer has a style all 
his own and its something thats almost impossible to get away from. 
There are very few modem day coins that I can not tell who the de¬ 
signer or engraver was even without having initials thereon. There¬ 
fore should I come upon a coin supposedly rolled in 1910 and it very 
definately had style characteristics of any certain modem day roll¬ 
er then I would investigate the coin further and extremely close in¬ 
vestigation can usually turn up other evidence. 

To make a new die that attempts to copy a known old piece is 
almost impossible. A very good job could be done and many new col¬ 
lectors could be fooled. Its like a counterfeiter passing his fake 
money on the general public. He can succeed with many but theres 
always a sharp eye around somewhere to expose him. This again is 
where the knowledgeable collector has an advantage. 

On the picture of re-rolls it is very certain that quite a few 
of these exist. The question is, which of these are readily accept¬ 
able to the collector and can all be termed as a re-roll. For

example I have Been told of a person in New York State that owns a 
rolling machine and one die. I am told that he has rolled coins from 
this same "Lords Prayer" die since the days of the great depression 
of the 30*s and is still rolling them. Could this be considered a 
re-roll when rolling has been continuous. It would be my stand that 
I would just as soon have one in my collection that was rolled today 
as one that was rolled yesterday, last month, last year or fifty 
years ago. 

The threat of re-rolls to the hobby comes mainly from the per¬ 
son that comes across an old die and machine, or else a die which 
can be adapted to his machine. A particular coin which has previ¬ 
ously been extremely rare and commanding a high price, suddenly be¬ 
comes common and the price drops considerably. I would just as soon 
have the re-roll in my collection as the original if there is no de¬ 
tectable difference in them and I can buy the re-roll at its fair 
price and not at the original price of the rarity. 

For example if I purchase a rare piece for $100.00 and am com¬ 
pletely happy with my purchase, a year or so later other collectors 
have purchased coins of the same design for $1.00 each, and there is 
no detectable difference then I would consider the value of my coin 
to also be $1.00. Now if I could detect any difference in the $1.00 
coin I would still consider my coin a rare piece. 

I will not go into graet detail here as to how to detect re¬ 
rolls because the subject will be well covered in a forth coming 
book by A.A. Rosato. I will say that the main difference comes from 
deterioration of the die from such things as rust or dents from 
rough handling. Another consideration is the condition or grade 
of the coin before it was rolled. For example the 1904 St. 
Louis Worlds Fair pieces. Nearly all were rolled on uncirculated 
1904 Indian head cents. Although the reverse side of the elongated 
is rough and a crinkle like finish, on most you can clearly read 
every letter of LIBERTY on the Indian girls head band. If you get a 
St. Louis Worlds Fair piece and the elongated shows little or no 
wear and yet such details as the head band lettering, is faint or 
even not at all, you can be pretty certain that coin was not rolled 
in 1904. There have also been characteristics noted of different 
rollers and by that I don’t mean the manufacturer of the die but of 
the person actually turning the crank. It all boils down to the fact 
that interest and study will give you much knowledge which will ben¬ 
efit you both financially and with the pleasure of knowing your 
collection. 

If you don’t know your coins you had better know your dealer.

I have been collecting elongateds for the past three years and 
have found this hobby fascinating. As with most elongated collec¬ 
tors, I started out as a coin collector (amateur) and have been in¬ 
terested in coin collecting since I was a small boy when my father 
gave me a U.S. 2 cent piece. However, enough of my history. 

I would like to discuss the reverse side of elongated coins. 
I find the reverse to be almost as fascinating as the obverse and 
for many reasons. The reverse can give you many clues as to the 
authenticity of the elongated, such as roller lines (fine lines the 
length of the coin), which usually means a restrike, the date of 
the coin the elongated was made from (if readable), and also the 
type of coin used. These are some of the facts you can gain from 
the reverse. I have had other experiences I would like to relate 
also. Most of the older elongateds in my possession I have gotten 
at "Flea Markets" and the most common one you see for sale is usu¬ 
ally the "Lord’d Prayer". There are so many different varieties, 
it is hard to know whether or not I already have it. One Sunday I 
was lucky enough to find ILL-CPIE #38 Ten Commandments with the U.S. 
Utilities - Chicago, Copywright 1933 on the reverse . I could not 
believe that at the Chicago World's Fair, 1933, they made an elong¬ 
ated coin of the Ten Commandments and not one of the popular "Lord's 
Prayer". So I started to look at the reverse of all the Lord's 
Prayers for the same reverse as the Ten Commandments. Lo, and be¬ 
hold, I have already found two of the Lord's Prayers with the same 
reverse as ILL-CPIE #38. 

Another pleasant surprise I have had with the reverse is the 
most valued elongated coin I currently own, and I believe it is be¬ 
cause of the reverse of this coin. 

Last summer at another Flea Market, I came across a dealer who 
had one lonely elongated coin. I asked to see it and was pleasant¬ 
ly surprised to see that it was in excellant condition and was one 
that I had not seen before. It commemorated the Centennial of Nor¬ 
ristown, Pa. The complete description shows a log cabin with a 
picket fence around it and a tree on each side of the house, a wa¬ 
ter well house in front, across the top of the coin is "Norristown, 
Pa." and "Lucky Cent" on the right side and "Cent’l - 1912" on the 
bottom;(denticle border.) 

Needless to say, I tried to hide my excitement and purchased 
the elongated coin for a reasonable price. I was disappointed some¬ 
what, though, because the reverse of the coin (although clear) 
showed the reverse of the cent (the wheat ears). I would have been 
much happier if the obverse had been on it so I could see the date 
of the coin. When I got home that evening, the first thing I did 
was to check Dottie Dow's book and was very happy to find that I 
had an Unlisted !! I still felt somewhat sorry the coin had been 
rolled "upside down", but not for long. Upon investigating further 
the reverse side of the coin with a magnifying glass, I found at 
the bottom between the two stalks of wheat the initials Y.D.B. loud 
and clear!! 

As I said at the beginning of the story, the reverse of an 
elongated coin can be very interesting. I wonder if the coin used 
for this elongated coin was a 1909-S Y.D.B. ????
